Ten recipients next fall: 


A scholarship fund in memory of William Henry Belk, 
founder of the Belk mercantile organization, has been estab- 
lished at Presbyterian College, and ten Belk Scholars will 
enroll here next fall as the first recipients. 

The announcement comes from PC trustee Irwin Belk of 
Charlotte, executive vice-president of Belk Stores Services and 
a son of the founder. He said gifts to the PC endowment 
are being made from the Belk Foundation and associated 
stores to provide annual income for the scholarships— 
awarded on the basis of need as well as academic and leader- 
ship qualities. Eventually, the grants will number from 35 to 
40 yearly among the four classes. 

President Marc C. Weersing said the scholarships to PC 
men and women students honor one of the nation’s great 
business leaders. William H. Belk became known as the 
“merchant prince of the South” during his long career which 
brought the establishment of more than 300 stores within

his vast organization. By the time of his- death at almost 
90 in 1952, he also was widely recognized as a philanthropist 
for his support of religious, civic and educational programs. 

President Weersing pointed to earlier Belk organization 
support of Presbyterian College in terms of help in under- 
writing the cost of William H. Belk Auditorium and of 
Mary Irwin Belk Hall —a women’s dormitory named for 
his wife.

Trustee action: 


A $4.26 Million Budget, Same 
Officers and a Faculty Pay Hike 


The Presbyterian College board of trustees adopted a 
$4.26 million budget for next year and re-elected its officers 
to serve another term as two actions taken at the board’s 
semi-annual spring meeting on March 9-10. 

Re-elected to lead the governing body were: J. Austin 
Dilbeck, retired Atlanta insurance executive, chairman; 
alumnus Ellison S. McKissick °50 of Greenville, president of 
Alice Manufacturing Company, vice-chairman; and the 
Rey. Joe W. B. Brooks, minister of Rock Hill’s Oakland 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, secretary. 

The $4.26 million budget approved for 1977-78 includes 
these primary expense areas: instructional—$881,000; aca- 
demic support — $213,700; operation and maintenance of 
educational plant — $312,000; institutional support (ad- 
ministrative) —$378,600; student aid— $340,000; student 
services—$261,700; staff benefits—$225,800; debt service— 
$374,000; auxiliary enterprises (dining hall and room 
services, book store, canteen)—$1,274,200. 

The board’s financial development committee again 
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praised Annual Giving participation and reported an en- 
thusiastic response throughout the Synod of the Southeast 
for PC’s $10 million Second Century Fund campaign now 
being held among the churches. 

Acting on the academic affairs committee recommenda- 
tions, the trustees voted (1) to limit tenured faculty positions 
in the future, (2) to hold full professorships to not more than 
40 percent and associate professorships to not more than 35 
percent of the full-time faculty positions, and (3) to increase 
faculty salaries by an average of 5 percent and faculty teach- 
ing loads by three contact hours per week. (Additional 
teaching responsibilities will be assigned only after con- 
sidering each professor’s advising, committee and other 
work load.) 

Next year, the average salary for PC faculty members, 
composed of all full-time teachers ranging from instructors 
to full professors and figured on a nine-month basis, will be 
$15,685—not including fringe benefits. The average for full 
professors will be $19,178. 
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Campaign Moves Past $3.16 Million as Church Reports Begin

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Basketball and Athletic Grants 


Boost Women’s Sports Program _ 


Women’s athletics at Presbyterian 
College received a major boost this 
month with the announcement that 
basketball is being added as the fourth 
varsity sport for women and that a 
limited program of grants-in-aid will 
be phased in gradually for women 
athletes. 

Athletic Director Cally Gault said 
PC’s first intercollegiate women’s bas- 
ketball team will take the court with a 
full schedule next season. It will be 
coached by Comer H. (Randy) Randall 
III in addition to his regular duties as 
director of student activities. 

The young ladies already have var- 
sity teams in tennis and volleyball, 
while participation on the rifle team is 
coeducational. As with these teams, 
the move to a basketball varsity comes 
as the result of strong interest in 
women’s intramural play. 

Gault pointed out that the awarding 
of athletic grants for women breaks 
new ground at PC, which traditionally 
has provided some financial help to 
men in football, basketball and tennis. 
He said the women’s grants program 
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_ Randall 
will begin with 244 this coming year— 
1% awarded for basketball, 2 for 
tennis and % for volleyball. 

The schedule projects adding one 
grant yearly until the total reaches 52 
at the end of four years. Three of these 
grants will be for basketball, while 1% 
will go to tennis and one to volleyball. 
Gault said a number of women athletes 
will benefit from this aid by spreading 
around the total equivalent of 54% full 
grants. 

Randy Randall, as the women’s 
basketball coach, brings to his job the 
experience of the past year as director 
of the campus intramural program and 
three years of varsity play while a PC 
student. He received his BS degree 
here in 1975, then spent one year work- 
ing on his master’s at the University of 
Georgia before returning last fall as 
student activities director. 


April’s for Juniors 


April will bring spring showers 
of high school juniors to the 
campus if the admissions office 
has its druthers. 

For openers, some 300 PC 
Junior Fellows are expected for 
the two annual Junior Fellow 
Days scheduled for March 29 and 
April 6. They are among the top- 
ranked young men and women 
of South Carolina and Georgia 
schools especially designated for 
PC honors. 

Invitations also are being ex- 
tended to other high school 
juniors to visit the campus indi- 
vidually at their own convenience 
during April. Admissions Direc- 
tor Bill Jackson said: 

“We set aside our final month 
to encourage juniors to begin 
thinking seriously about the im- 
portant college decision they will 
make within the next year. 


Jackson Adds Admissions 


The admissions office now moves 
permanently under William K. Jackson, 
who has headed the operation tempo- 
rarily for the past three months in 
addition to his duties as assistant aca- 
demic dean. 

Jackson’s new title is assistant aca- 
demic dean and director of records and 
admissions to cover his expanded re- 
sponsibilities. He added the admissions 
work last December when Joe Nixon 
moved from admissions director to 
dean of students. 


Burch to Coach Soccer Team 


PC’s new soccer program will be 


_ coached by Larry Burch, adding this 


job to his present function as basket- 
ball coach. 

Soccer is being raised to varsity 
level next fall as the seventh inter- 
collegiate sport for men. The move 
comes as an outgrowth of student par- 
ticipation in soccer on an intramural 
basis and with the Clinton Soccer Club. 

With the assumption of his new 
coaching responsibilities, Burch now 
works toward completing a full sched- 
ule of play with other District Six teams 
of the National Association of Inter- 
collegiate Athletics. He will direct the 
soccer program for at least the next 


two years in getting it launched as a 
regular part of Blue Hose varsity activi- 
ties. The fall soccer season ends before 
the basketball schedule begins in De- 
cember. 

Larry Burch has had previous ex- 
perience in this sport at Brevard Junior 
College, where he was a successful 
coach of both soccer and basketball 
prior to coming here in 1973 as basket- 
ball coach and physical education in- 
structor.

Gift by son Des Edmunds ’25: 


Fine Arts Series Memorializes Samuel Henry Edmunds 


he Dr. Samuel Henry Edmunds Fine Arts Series, now 

established at Presbyterian College, honors the mem- 
ory of one of South Carolina’s great public school admin- 
istrators who sent four sons to PC. 

One of these sons — DeSaussure Davis Edmunds of 
Beaufort—and wife Mary are making a total gift of approxi- 
mately $25,000 to endow this series as a permanent part 
of the College’s cultural program. 

The purpose of the Edmunds Fine Arts Series is to 
provide at least one program annually in the broad field. of 
fine arts—to include but not limited to art exhibits, drama, 
concerts and lectures. Selection of programs will be made 
by the College lectures and fine arts committee with approval 
of the president. 

Dr. Samuel Henry Edmunds served as superintendent 
of schools at Sumter for 40 years, from 1895 to 1935. A 
Phi Beta Kappa graduate of Davidson College, from which 
he received both his BA and MA degrees, he did additional 
study at the University of Chicago and Columbia University 
and later was awarded honorary doctor of laws degrees from 
Wofford College and PC in tribute to his superlative service 
to education. Besides bringing national recognition to the 
Sumter school system, he was a member of the State Board 
of Education, a trustee of what is now Columbia Theological 
Seminary and of Queens College. He also held membership 
on the Commission to Revise School Laws as well as on 
the Illiteracy Commission of Education. He was listed in 
Who’s Who in America. 


Thirty topflight high school seniors from four states 
will receive the prestigious Founder’s and Alumni Scholar- 
ships to attend PC next fall. 

They were chosen competitively on academic merit 
from a large group of finalists who visited the campus last 
week for tests and interviews. The four-year scholarships 
range from an honorary stipend up to much of the cost 
of attending PC, depending upon need.

Dr. Edmunds was born at Millgrove, S. C., in Richland 
County on May 28, 1870, and died on September 14, 1935. 
His marriage to the former Eliza Champion Davis of Camden 
united two distinguished Southern families. They sent four 
of their sons to Presbyterian College: Leland Nicholas Ed- 
munds °22, Samuel Henry Edmunds, Jr., 23, DeSaussure 
°25 and Champion Moore Edmunds °29. All moved on 
to outstanding careers in the ministry, law and insurance. 

DeSaussure (Des) Edmunds, who has set up the fine arts 
series, recently retired as vice-president of Equitable Life 
Assurance Society. He joined Equitable the day after gradu- 
ating from PC in June, 1925, and moved steadily ahead with 
this organization as a personal producer (Million Dollar 
Round Table) and as an executive. He was elected a second 
vice-president in 1957, a regional vice-president two years 
later and then returned to the New York headquarters in 
1961 as vice-president in charge of the marketing division 
and later the manpower development program. The last 
three years before his 1969 retirement he headed inter- 
departmental, inter-company and institutional relationships 
for the agency department. 

A Navy veteran of World War II, Des Edmunds has been 
listed in Who’s Who in America, received PC’s 1962 Alumni 
Gold P Award, served as a PC trustee (1965-76) and is 
currently on the board of visitors. He holds the professional 
designation of chartered life underwriter (CLU) and is mar- 
ried to the former Mary Elizabeth Henry of Clinton. —
